I have recently added 
to my library a little book p ub­ 
lished in 1866, written by Dr. Wil­ 
liam 
A. 
Hammond, 
a 
distin­ 
guished neurologist of a former 
feneration. It is called "On Wake- 
ulness," and he tells the follow­ 
ing story which is ap rop ds of 
these rem arks; 
I*a» t<<d Nineteen Day s 
“A Chinese mereh/vu had been 
ccnvicted of murdering his wife, 
and was sentenced to die by being 
dep rived of sleep . This p ainful 
mode of death was carried into ef­ 
fect under the following circum­ 
stances: 
The 
condemned 
was 
p laced in p rison under the care 
of three of the p olice guard, who 
relieved each other every alter­ 
nate hour, and who p revented the 
p risoner failing asleep night or 
day . Hu thus lived nineteen day s 
without enjoy ing any sleep . At 
the commencement of the eighth 
day his sufferings were so intense 
that he imp lored the authorities 
to grant him the blessed op p or­ 
tunity of being strangled, guillo­ 
tined, burned to death, drowned, 
garotted, shot, quartered, blown 
up with gunp owder, or p ut to 
death in any conceivable way 
their humanity or ferocity eould 
invent. This will give a slight idea 
of the horrors of death from want 
of sleep .” 
Causes of Sleep 
Not much has been discovered 
about either sleep or 
c.kcfulness 
or their treatm ent since this little 
book was p ublished. Theories as 
* r. » he causation of sleep can be 
divided into attem p ts to exp lain 
it (1) by the accumulation in the 
blood of p oisons from muscular 
action and the activity of the day , 
(2) nerve tire, or p ushing a good 
horse, if not too far, to its limit, 
(3) changes in the caliber of the 
olood vessels inside the skull. 
None of these is satisfactory . 
The fact that it comes on at night 
when the world is dark, when 
there is nothing for y ou to do 
that is p rofitable excep t to become 
semi-conscious, indicates that it 
is one of the most fundamental 
and cy clic rhy thms of the body . 
All animals and p robably all 
p lants sleep . It just has to be

Necessity of Sleep a 
Fundamental for Man

I HAVE ALWAYS been in­ 
clined to believe that people who 
complain of insomnia have not 
checked up on themselves very 
well. They sleep more than they

think they do. The ones who say 
“I have not slept a wink for 
months’’ are simply stating some­ 
thing that is not within the bounds 
of possibility. 
The necessity for sleep is so 
fundamental for human beings 
that no one can possibly go long 
without it. I have recently added 
to my library a little book pub­ 
lished in 1863, written by Dr. Wil­ 
liam 
A. 
Hammond, 
a 
distin­ 
guished neurologist of a former 
feneration. It is called “On Wake- 
ulness,” and he tells the follow­ 
ing story which is apropds of 
these rem arks: 
Lasted Nineteen Days 
“A Chinese merchant had been 
convicted of murdering his wife, 
and was sentenced to die by being 
deprived of sleep. This painful 
mode of death was carried into ef­ 
fect under the following circum­ 
stances: 
The 
condemned 
was 
placed in prison under the care 
of three of the police guard, who 
relieved each other every alter­ 
nate hour, and who prevented the 
prisoner falling asleep night or 
day. He thus lived nineteen days 
without enjoying any sleep. At 
the commencement of the eighth 
day his sufferings were so intense 
that he implored the authorities 
to grant him the blessed oppor­ 
tunity of being strangled, guillo­ 
tined, burned to death, drowned, 
garotted, shot, quartered, blown 
up with gunpowder, or put to 
death in any conceivable way 
their humanity or ferocity eould 
invent. Thin will give a slight idea 
of the horrors of death from want 
of sleep." 
Causes of Sleep 
Not much ha* been discovered 
about either sleep or 
.“.kef ul ness 
or their treatm ent since this little 
book was published. Theories as 
hi the causation of sleep can be 
divided into attem pts to explain 
it (I) by the accumulation in the 
blood of poisons from muscular 
action and the activity of th* day, 
(2) nerve tire, or pushing a good 
horse, if not too far, to ita limit, 
(3) changes in the caliber of the 
(flood vessel! inside the skull. 
None of these is satisfactory. 
The fact that it come* on at night 
when the world is dark, when 
there is nothing for you to do 
that is profitable except to become 
semi-conscious, indicates that it 
is one of the most fundamental 
and cyclic rhythms of the body. 
All animals and probably all 
plants sleep. It ju st bas to be

The Three Planting Seasons for 


Victory Gardens 


B y DEAN H A L IJ D A 7 
Relea sed b y Centra l Press Asso cia tio n 
• 
BEGINNERS ARE *pt to make 
several mistakes In planning a 
Victory garden. The most com­ 
mon one is to allot too much 
apace for summer vegetable*. This 
year crops which can be stored or 
§ canned for winter use are of great 
Importance. Therefore more space 
should be given to such vegeta­ 
bles, beets, beans, tomatoes, pars­ 
nips, carrots and rutabaga. Still 
another mistake 1* to devote too 
much « pace to radishes and let- 
# tuce which should really be grown 
as fillers. 
Lettuce, for example, 
can be planted In small amounts 
but often, thus, keeping a fresh 
supply coming along. 
As shown in the accompanying 
J Garden-Graph, the planting sea­ 
sons in a Victory garden can be 
div v ied mu* three sec Luna, 
The 


group of vegetables listed under 
March and April can be planted 
as soon as the sol! can be put into 
condition. Those at the end of the 
list, cabbage, kohlrabi, broccoli 
and cauliflower, can be planted as 
soon as the weather is settled. 
Chinese cabbage should not be 
planted before the middle of June 
for fear it will otherwise run to 
seed. 
In the third planting group, 
June-July, are many vegetables 
for late fall use and storage pur­ 
pose« . Beets and carrots can be 
planted in early July for storage 
crops, as can turnips. Turnips are 
quick growing and a supply of 
seeds should be kept on hand to 
plant whenever there Is a vacant 
space or where other seeds have 
failed to come up*

The Three Planting Seasons for 
Victory Gardens 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Released by Central Press Association 
• 
BEGINNERS ARE apt to make 
several m istakes in planning a 
Victory garden. The most com­ 
mon one is to allot too much 
space for summer vegetables. This 
year crops which can be stored or 
§ canned for winter use are of great 
importance. Therefore more space 
should be given to such vegeta­ 
bles, beets, beans, tomatoes, pars­ 
nips, carrots and rutabaga. StiU 
another mistake is to devote too 
much space to radishes and let- 
w tuce which should really be growm 
as fillers. 
Lettuce, for example, 
can be planted in small amounts 
but often, thus, keeping a fresh 
supply coming along. 
As shown in the accompanying 
$ Garden-Graph, the planting sea­ 
sons in a Victory garden can be 
divided mu* three sec Lons, 
The 


group of vegetables listed under 
March and April can be planted 
as soon as the soil can be put into 
condition. Those at the end of the 
list, cabbage, kohlrabi, broccoli 
and cauliflower, can be planted as 
soon as the weather is settled. 
Chinese cabbage should not be 
planted before the middle of June 
for fear it will otherwise run to 
seed. 
In the third planting group, 
June-July, are many vegetables 
for late fall use and storage pur­ 
poses. Beets and carrots can be 
plaited in early July for storage 
crops, as can turnips. Turnips are 
quick growing and a supply of 
seeds should be kept on hand to 
plant whenever there la a vacant 
space or where other seed* have 
failed to come up*

OTTAWA. O ntario—As the re­ 
sources and energies of Canada 
are poured into the Allied w ar ef­ 
fort a t an ever-accelerated pace, 
speculation mounts as to the place 
of the nation in the post-war era 
and the type of world which will 
evolve from the conflict. 
Almost simultaneously with Eng­ 
land, this 
Empire D o m i n i o n 
plunged into the war. Day-by-day, 
the transform ation of this spraw l­ 
ing, unarmed, semi-industrialized 
land Into an armed camp, arsenal 
and Allied w ar base proceeds with 
stupendous momentum. 
This transform ation has not been 
easy. It has been going on to the 
tune 
of 
creaks 
and 
groans, 
stresses and strains, and no end 
of readjustm ent. First, a feeling 
of frustration set in among many 
people. The w ar signaled the un­ 
doing of much. 
There was a conviction in other 
quarters that there was too much 
"business as usual." Disputes arose 
over compulsory m ilitary service. 
There was considerable impatience 
over 
increasing 
and 
tightening 
governm ent restrictions. 
The dual impatience, that of the 
farm er over price control and that 
of labor over wage control, is 
reaching a climax at a time when 
growing concern over the post-w ar 
period is overshadowing every oth­ 
er factor. 
In the Middle 
Some 
of 
these 
stresses 
and 
strains Canada has experienced re­ 
sult from the Dominions peculiar 
"middle” position, both in world ] 
economics and politics. Canada is 
neither large enough to have a 
decisive voice in the prosecution of 
the war, nor is she small enough 
to be overlooked entirely. Cana­ 
dians have the feeling that the 
same "middle” position will gov­ 
ern her fate in the post-war era. 
In the actual conduct of the war 
Canada is in the middle, ’tw ixt

declined to accept lend-lease aid.

This includes a 
free gift of $1,000,000,000 to B rit-! 
ain in the present fiscal year, and \ 
another $1,000,000,000 to the U n it-1 
ed Nations in the coming fiscal 
year.

Were they not frozen in 
their jobs, and were the border not 
closed to labor, there m ight have 
been a heavy drain on the Domin­ 
ion's supply of workers by a south­ 
ward m igration.
